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PURPOSE: To prepare a practical tablet stable for a long time, easily, by adding a 
specific amount of dialkyl sulfosuccinate to a low-melting, water-insoluble or hardly 
soluble basis and an additive, and kneading and compression moldind the mixture 
to a tablet. 

CONSTITUTION : A drug basis which is a low- melting and water-insoluble or hardly 
soluble compound (e.g. cyclandelate, bucolome, dibucaine, etc.) and an additive 
are mixed with 0.1—5%, based on the total weight of the tablet, of a dialkyl sul- 
fosuccinate. The mixture is kneaded or homogenized, added with other components, 
and compression molded to obtain the objective tablet. An example of the phar- 
maceutical^ suitable dialkyl sulfosuccinate is dioctylsodium sulfosuccinate. 
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PURPOSE: To prepare a novel clear plaster which does not cause allergy to the skin, 
by using a polyurethane film as the substrate and a specific synthetic copolymer 
as the basis of the plaster in place of raw rubber. 

CONSTITUTION: An organic solvent solution of a composition composed of (A) 
40~-60wt% natural rubber or synthetic isoprene rubber, (B) 10— 30wt% olefin 
polymers such as low density polyethylene, and (C) 20— 40wt% triisocyanate, is 
applied to a polyurethane film, and dried to obtain a primer layer. Separately, 
a homogeneous mixture is prepared by compounding a plaster basis composed of a 
styrene/isoprene/styrene block copolymer, etc., a mixture containing a modifier 
composed of a low density polyethylene, etc., and a drug basis (e.g. glycol salicy- 
late). The homogeneous mixture is spread over the above prepared primer layer to 
afford the objective clear plaster. The contamination of the drug' basis with the 
impurities (e.g. proteins) in the raw rubber can be prevented in the present plaster.
